About 60 persons in attendance Some members, some non members 
All were allowed to speak and vote

Activities during year reported by President Williamson | 

ise. Water system improvement; erection of signs; report on attempt to form 
lighting district (unable to do so due to private roads), Creating Surf Pines 
Water Association thereby saving large annual taxes; New restrictions prepared 
and submitted to homeowners (note: I question the procedure whereinunder copies 
were not sent to every lot owner allowing him to discuss,and vote,in some manner; 
those restrictions which we are attempting to impose on him. 


Dr. Gustafson discussed chlorination of our water stating that state law demands 
that a system of over so many users(and we are way over that number) must chlorinate 
the water. 


Motion was made by Mr. Bayless to increase tap fee from $00 to $500. Motion ammended 
to allow Board to appoint a Committee to make further study and report. (ifr. Manion 
believes thst if the charge were increased to such a sum he, Mmion, should get a cut 
in exchange for the water systemwhich he donated to the homeowners. Some of those 
voting never paid any tap fee at all) 





Budget for 1973-7 fiscal year submitted and apprived. President Williamson has 
the rough copy and will send copies to members of the Board, 


An election was held to elect a new board member. Jon Palmberg was nominated 

and Jas Kelly was nominated. Mr. Kelly was elected to serve a 5 year termreplacihng 
-J. Wilson Johnston whose term has expired. (Will Mr. Kelly be Secretary?) ( We must 
notify the Corporation Commissioner. ) 


A short discussion about the impact of Amax. (Allmillworkers immediatley build 
in surf pines) (A platted area east of Sunsiet Lake, known as Loch Highlands, 
is awaiting the millworkers. This tract is owned by PP&L and extends from 

a point east of Sunset Beach to a point east of Rodney Banks House and extends 
from The lake to the highway. The northern part is laid out with streets ete and 
about 8 lots sold. ) 


The master sewer plan for Clatsop Plains was discussed. Dr. Raglione explained some 
of the requirements of the DEQ etc. | 


The building of Tennis Courts was discussed and it was decided to have the Board 
appoint a committee to report on the feasibility of a community tennis court. 





Gates and guards at the entrances was discussed. Mr. Kelly estimated cost at $25,000 
a year. A question was asked about the number of breakins during the year. Mr. 
Adams reported that there were four breakins in one short period but none since. 


The balance of the meeting was occupied with discussions regarding the new restrictions. 





Page two 00 meeting of August 25, 1973 


James Kelly submitted a letter describing his thoughts on the matter. 


Lengthy discussions followed regarding "shanty-towms" g"condominiums" 

poorly cors tructed homes, big speculative builders (this must mean Dimeo who 

is the only spec builder in the entire area and who has built three spec homes 

in Surf Pines, none this year, none the year before. A careful check shows that 
all homes being built or having been built in the last two years were contract jobs. 
A check this morning shows that all but one of the finished houses has started 
landEkkE scaping--but that most of the most vocal complainers have done absolutely 
no landscapong and park boats, pickups, trailers etc on their middle road homes.) 

Neither could we find any homes under 25 feet owned by the people yelling for 

1h feet restrictions). | 


Johannsen moved to acceptrestrictions except for heighth of 20 feet. O'Connor 
discussed horses and thought they should be allowed and moved for ammending 

the motion but there was no second so that died. (Mrs. O'Connor had just gotten 

through speaking about how they bought here becuase of the restrictions etc and she 
wanted it kept the way it was. ) (Actually that little pony is cute as hell amd he comes 
to see me about every day. He thinks he is a person or a puppy). 


The ehighth restrictions was ammended to allow 20 feet in heighth on any lot 
except those abbuiting the lower road where the heighth must not exceed 1) feet. 


Discussion followed on enforcing the wstrictions.(As most of those who voted were 
not memebers of the Association the vote was valueless anyway but who cares?) 

It was suggested that the Surf Pines Water Association forbid water to 

violaters of the restrictions. After considerable discussion this matter 

was postponed for one year. 





Discussion followed regarding property owners in Surf Pines buying the Waterhouse 

Acreage and making it a park for all Surf Pine dwellers. Mr. Williamson ! 
and Mr. Kelly stiated that they would follow through on this idea. | 
The meeting having deteriorated into a silly-putty party and most of the conservative 
members having left with sore butts and sore ears President Williams adjourned the 
meeting sine die. 


Mr. Manion and the caretaker cleaned up the hall, putaway the chairs, emptied 
the ash trays, turned out the lights and locked up for the year.
